FOSTERING SERVICES 
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Lifeline for ‘vital’ centres

COMMUNITY centres due to 
be axed have been given a late 
reprieve - to the relief of the 
residents who use them. 

A shortage in funding looked 
to have signalled the end for 
the community centres in 
Bushmead, Raynham Way, 
Limbury, Park Town and 
Futures House in Marsh Farm. 

But plans have been sal¬ 
vaged at the eleventh hour, 
meaning the centres almost 
certainly have a future. 

Two of those centres, 
Bushmead and Raynham 
Way, look set to be run by the 
people who use them as Luton 
Borough Council aims to 
hand over control through a 
community asset transfer. 

Meanwhile Limbury and 
Park Town are planned to be 
converted into full-time chil¬ 
dren’s centres. 

The buildings were previ¬ 
ously run by Luton Culture on 
a lease from the council, but 
due to funding shortfalls they 
were forced to return the leas¬ 
es to the council. 

Hit with budget cuts of their 
own, the centres were set to 
close before the council 
launched a consultation to 
find alternative ways to run 
them. 

It led to two community 
groups putting forward plans 
to run the centres. 

Kathryn Knights is a mem¬ 
ber of the Bushmead 
Community Centre steering 
group, made up of local resi¬ 


dents and councillors. She 
told LoS the centres are vital 
to the communities who use 
them. “The support is there 
and there is a lot of enthusi¬ 
asm,” she said. “The centre is 
important to a lot of people.” 

The cost of running four of 
the five centres is in excess of 
£100,000 a year. If business 
plans from locals are not via¬ 
ble, then the centres would 
close - but the council consid¬ 
ers this ‘a low risk’. 

The five centres combined 
receive more than 150,000 vis¬ 
its each year - and play host to 
a number of clubs and groups. 

Lawrence Pattersona mem¬ 
ber of Friends of Raynham 
Way Community Centre, 
which will be drawing up the 
business plan. 

He said: “Getting more peo¬ 
ple to use the centres is abso¬ 
lutely essential. 

“At the current numbers we 
could not run the centre.” 

Luton Council’s Executive is 
expected to agree to running 
the centres until April to allow 
the changes on July 25. 

Cllr Rachel Hopkins, whose 
Barnfield ward covers 
Bushmead, said: “We have 
been pleased at the public’s 
response to our consultation 
which has revealed residents’ 
passion for their local centres, 
the communities they serve 
and the services they provide. 

“With this mandate we are 
optimistic that a positive out¬ 
come will be reached that will 
continue to enable the com¬ 
munity centres to be at the 
heart of our exciting place 
agenda.”

Road rules should 
keep all users safe 


ROAD fatalities in Bedfordshire increased by 
53 per cent in 2015 compared to 2014, 
according to a report published by the 
Department for Transport last month. 

This is the second highest increase of any¬ 
where in Britain after South Yorkshire. 

It’s a shocking statistic and one that I was 
reminded of this week following the inquest 
of three young people from Luton. Our 
coroner is now calling for a review of the law 
- suggesting a reduction in the number of 
people young drivers can carry in their car - 
following the tragedy last December. 

On our Facebook page, readers have been 
having their say about the idea. Some think 
the change would unfairly target young 
people, who have earned their right to be 
behind the wheel as much as the next OAP. 

But this is not about apportioning blame. 

Seeing the three young faces of Stephen, 
Rebecca and Gasey is a reminder that the 
only thing that matters is reducing the death 
toll. We should be considering a whole raft of 
ideas to keep drivers and passengers safe, 
no matter what their age. 

And we must keep an open mind.

‘No excuses’ for council’s 
£300k bill for extra space

A COUNCIL has spent more than 
£300k on external meeting spac¬ 
es for staff despite sitting in a 
large, fully equipped building. 

Recent figures from Central 
Bedfordshire Council show it has 
increased spending on hiring 
spaces for meetings by more than 
50 per cent over the past five years 
and broken its budget each year. 

In 2015/16, the council spent 
£310,366 on renting spaces despite 
having a large council chamber 


and a number of meeting rooms 
within Priory House, which was 
opened in Chicksands in 2006. 

This figure is substantially more 
than the budget set for venue hire 
over that period of £223,310, and is 
a steep increase on the figure for 
2011/12 which sat at £200,975. 

Independent councillor Adam 
Zerny said: “It’s very frustrating to 
see the council spend this sort of 
money hiring external meeting 
rooms when it has many of its 
own. The costs are going up by 10 
per cent a year and I suspect 
members of the public would have 


little patience for the council’s 
excuses.” 

Constituents have also hit out at 
the spending, including Maureen 
Gale from Potton who said: “I’m 
sure this money could be more 
wisely spent.” 

Cllr Zerny said he has been 
informed the costs have been off¬ 
set by income from meetings, but 
criticised that response and said: 
“The council acknowledges it still 
earns this income regardless of 
where the meeting takes place.” 

He also referred back to a meet¬ 
ing last year in which councillors 


voted to keep their meetings 
during the day which he feels 
could have helped free up room. 

He said: “If council meetings 
took place in the evening, these 
rooms would then be free for the 
council to use them for internal 
meetings during the day.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“More than £135k was met by 
third parties so the cost to the 
council was less than £175k. 

“Since 2011/12 we have reduced 
our office space to reduce our 
costs. This means we have lost 
meeting space too.”

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Mural artist’s making 
underpasses brighter

IT’S Marsh Farm, but not as you 
know it. 

The estate’s underpasses are being 
given a serious makeover by local art¬ 
ist Aimi Rix in a bid to make them a 
more welcoming place to walk. 

Now, instead of grey concrete, the 
walls of the first tunnel to be given 
the paintbrush treatment are covered 
with bright and beautiful murals. 

Vibrant caterpillars crawl across 
mushroom caps while ladybirds rest 
on the leaves of vivid flowers. 

And they are all the brainchild of 
41-year-old Aimi. 

She said: “I’ve lived in Marsh Farm 
for the last 10 years after leaving 
when I was 17. 

“When I moved back, nothing 
had really changed; there’s lots 
of bad news about the area 
and I wanted to make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

Aimi’s previously best 
known for painting murals 
around schools, such as Dallow 
Primary School, but has now 
turned her eye to change the area 
which she calls home. 

Her dream to make a mark on the 
area has now been realised thanks to 
funding of around £32,000 from the 
People’s Health Lottery. 

The money will allow for five 
tunnels to be refurbished, along with 



16 streets. 

Aimi is not alone in her 
ambition to see Marsh Farm 
transformed. 

“Around 40 volunteers have come 
down to help,” she added. 

“They have been great. Now I’d love 
to get funding to finish all 11 tunnels. 

“I felt apprehensive at the start, 
being there alone in the morning as

it’s quite intimidating, but they have 
really been transformed and are a lot 
more welcoming to walk through 
now.” 

The project is expected to take 
another year to complete, with a 
second tunnel being refurbished this 
year, before work starts on the other 
three which have been granted fund¬ 
ing in summer next year. 


Go-ahead set for trampoline park 


A SECOND trampoline park is set to 
open - with planning officers ready to 
give the go-ahead. 

The leisure facility has been recom¬ 
mended for planning permission and 
would be built opposite Downside 
Primary School on Chaul End Lane. 

Currently a vacant warehouse, it 


would feature trampolines with basket¬ 
ball hoops, dodgeball nets and large 
inflatables. 

There would also be a children’s play 
area, seven party rooms and a cafe - 
and if built it would create up to 50 
new jobs. 

Members of the council’s develop¬ 


ment control committee will decide 
whether to grant the application on 
Thursday evening. 

One objection has been received from 
SREIT Property Limited, which lease 
The Galaxy Centre, where a trampoline 
park called ‘Jump Arena’ was recently 
opened back in February.

Coroner calls for 
car law changes

A CORONER wants to see a 
change in the law on how 
many passengers young 
drivers can carry in their car 
- following the ‘tragic but 
avoidable’ deaths of three 
young people. 

Stephen Evans, 20, Casey 
Flissikowski, 18 and Rebecca 
Nabarro, 23, all from Luton, 
died when Mr Evans lost 
control of a Vauxhall Corsa 
and careered into a Jaguar on 
the B530 road near Fancott 
and Toddington. 

The collision on December 
1 last year instantly killed 


Stephen and Rebecca, while 
Casey died the following 
morning at Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital. 

At Ampthill Coroners’ Court 
on Tuesday, Senior Coroner 
Tom Osborne ruled that the 
young trio had died of multi¬ 
ple injuries in an ‘avoidable 
road traffic collision’. 

The court heard accidents 
with young drivers carrying 
passengers were ‘common’. 

The trio were visiting haunt¬ 
ed houses in the area, but had 
been enjoying the sensation 
of driving over hills on the 
rural road. The fatal crash 
occurred when they turned 
back to enjoy it again. 


No evidence of drink or 
drugs was found in Mr Evans 
and he had been driving 
under the speed limit, but 
may have been ‘startled’ by 
an approaching car at the 
brow of a hill. 

In his verdict, Mr Osborne 
said: “Luton has lost three 
young people who had the 
whole of their lives in front of 
them. Because there has been 
this tragic incident it is 
worthwhile me writing to the 
new Home Secretary and the 
local MPs - in the hope that if 
the files are pulled up on 
whether the law should be 
changed, the three names 
will be at the top of the file.” 


Inquest date set for man stabbed by neighbour 


AN inquest has 
begun into the death 
of a retired man who 
was stabbed to death 
by his schizophrenic 
neighbour. 

Leonard Flower, 

67, was killed at his 
home in Carnegie 
Gardens in 2013. 


Sameer Babar, 
crossed the road 
from his house 
opposite Mr Flower’s 
and stabbed him 17 
times in his garage. 

Babar has since 
been detained after 
pleading guilty to 
manslaughter on the 


grounds of dimin¬ 
ished responsibility. 

The inquest, which 
will be heard in full 
next fune, is set to 
examine whether 
any preventative 
actions could have 
been taken. 

An IPPC investiga¬ 


tion has already 
looked into contact 
between Babar and 
the police, and a 
serious case review 
has said action 
could possibly have 
been taken sooner to 
prevent the incident 
occurring.

Healthy eating tips 

This week’s blog comes from 
Nadiya Hussain, winner of last 


year’s Great British Bake Off. 
The Luton-born baker has 
since become a sought after 
voice on food and this week 
she is talking about healthy 
eating for kids and has a few 
tips for parents... 


As a mother of three very 
lively children it is safe to 
say that I have had my fair 
share of ‘mum, I’m starv¬ 
ing’, ‘how long before 
dinner?’, I’m so hungry’, 
‘please can I have a 
crisp?’, ‘If I can’t have a 
crisp, can I have a small 
biscuit?’. 

Whether you have one 
child, three like me or 
more, I know it’s the worst 
feeling trying to decide 
whether your child should 
have a snack or should I 
just let them have whatev¬ 
er they want. 

If not to just keep them 
quiet before dinner but 
ease your own guilt. 

I spent years wondering 
what the right thing was to 
do during that very intense 
time between school pick 
up and dinnertime. 

I will not lie, there have 
been times where I have 
just given the kids the 
easiest option, a packet of 
crisps, a small bar of 
chocolate, a biscuit. 

But I noticed that the 
kids were like yoyos. 

A few years ago I decid¬ 
ed that I needed to over¬ 
haul my eating habits 
along with the kids. 

I thought it would be a 
difficult change to make 
when in fact the transition 
was the opposite of our 
sugar crashes and slumps. 

One of the first things I 
knew I had to tackle was 
the time between school 
pick up and dinner. 

Upon picking the children 
up my first question is 
always ‘how was your 



day?’ and all three kids 
always respond with 
‘Great, what’s for dinner?’ 

One of my first tips is 
that I always take a bottle 
of water (not chilled). 

I find children are weary 
of drinking chilled water 
because it’s cold and 
harder to drink quickly. 

So I take a bottle of 
water at room temperature 
and allow them to drink to 
their fill as soon as I see 
them. 

I never believe my chil¬ 
dren when I’ve asked 
them if they’ve drunk lots 
of water through the day. 

What I like to address is 
the fact that they may just 
be very thirsty. 

As a fruitier alternative to 
plain water I like to have 
water bottles with wide 
necks. 

To this I add slices of 
oranges, kiwi and straw¬ 
berries and leave it to 
infuse during the day and 
take that with me on the 
school run. 

Once they have drunk all 
the water they can finish 
the fruit inside too. 

In between sorting the 
children, preparing for din¬ 
ner, finishing emails and 
doing laundry, I always 
have a few snacks that I 
have pre-prepared or 
snacks that can be quickly 
made. 

This is just enough food 
to keep them sustained 
long enough to get on to 
help cook dinner in the 
kitchen with me - which is 
their favourite thing to do 
after school.

Missing woman Natalia 
was ‘unlawfully killed’ 



INQUEST: Natalia Doherty 


A CORONER has ruled Natalia 
Doherty - whose body was 
discovered in the back garden 
of a Luton house last year - 
was unlawfully killed. 

Two brothers, Joseph 
Doherty, 72, and Daniel 
Doherty, 67, are waiting to go 
on trial charged with hiding the 
50-year-old’s body in the 
garden of a house in Icknield 


Street, and perverting the 
course of justice. 

Coroner Tom Osborne ruled 
Ms Doherty, who went missing 
in 2003, was unlawfully killed 
at an inquest into her death on 
Tuesday at Ampthill Coroner’s 
Court. 

He also said that she died as 
a result of traumatic head 
injuries. 


FA boss steps down 
amid money woes

THE chief executive of 
Bedfordshire FA has resigned 
- as questions continue to be 
raised about the football 
body’s financial perfor¬ 
mance. 

Dan Robathan has left his 
position and been replaced 
by business development 
manager Alan Young in an 
interim role. 

News of Mr Robathan’s 
departure had not been 
circulated by the FA on its 


website or official channels - 
and was only confirmed 
when Luton on Sunday got in 
touch. 

The departure comes as this 
newspaper continues to ask 
Bedfordshire FA about its 
declining accounts - which 
show it has lost more than 
£300,000 in the last two 
financial years alone. 

Despite asking the FA multi¬ 
ple times as to the reason why 
the losses had been incurred, 
no answers have been forth¬ 
coming. But it did say it was 
‘committed to developing 


and supporting clubs’. In a 
statement a spokesman said: 
“Bedfordshire FA wishes to 
express its thanks to outgoing 
chief executive Dan Robathan 
for his service to the county. 
We are delighted that Alan 
Young will step into the role 
on an interim basis until a 
permanent successor is 
appointed. 

“Throughout a recent peri¬ 
od of staff and financial 
restructuring, the county has 
remained focussed on its 
role. This continues unaffect¬ 
ed and undiminished.”

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Call for pensions 
to be made fairer

A CALL has been made to 
tackle the ‘injustice’ of 
women’s pensions. 

Liberal Democrat Meryl 
Dolling, councillor for 
Stopsley, has put forward a 
measure for discussion when 
Luton Borough Council meet 
on Tuesday evening, asking 
for pressure to be put on MPs 
to make rules around 
women’s pensions fairer. 

In 2010 it was decided to 
make the age at which women 


and men could claim 
pensions the same, 65, but 
Cllr Dolling says that the 
timescale implemented has 
had an unfair affect on 
women’s pensions. 

The 1995 and 2011 acts 
made the age 65 for both men 
and women, but as a result 
has left women with little 
time to adapt to the changes 
and out of pocket. 

She says: “I was approached 
by members of my constitu¬ 
ency and colleagues who 
were concerned about the 
changes.” 


According to the WASPI - 
Women Against State Pension 
Inequality Campaign, 
women stand to lose up to 
£40,000 from their state 
pensions. 

Cllr Dolling added: “I really 
hope it’s successful, as it’s a 
grave injustice. 

“It does particularly affect 
women and I hope work can 
be done towards amending 
this. 

“I also hope that now 
Theresa May is in Number 10 
this issue will be given more 
prominence.”

You know the bags you use 
for roasting chickens in the 
oven? They were invented by 
Terinex’s founder Bryan 
Ruskin. 

Now, they are just one prod¬ 
uct in a long line which 
includes cling film, tissues, 
foil and parchments - all 
manufactured on site in 
Bedford, where around 60 
staff are based. 

This week, they celebrated 
their 50th anniversary with a 
tea party celebrating the 
many different nationalities 
who have worked at the site 


over the years. I was invited 
to join them for a buffet 
which featured jerk chicken 
next to bread and butter 
pudding - all made by staff.

Blues icon back 
on centre stage 



ONE of the world’s top guitarists is coming 
to the Alban Arena on Tuesday. 

Walter Trout is one of the world’s most 
renowned blues musicians and after a bout 
of ill-health, he’s heading back out on the 
road. 

Walter plays earth shattering Blues Rock 
music.

The band made their first UK appear¬ 
ance that year in Blackpool and also per¬ 
formed at the Redcar Blues Festival. 

He has built up a large following in the 
United Kingdom and Europe and is a three¬ 
time winner of the Overseas Artist Of The 
Year title at the British Blues Awards. 

He recently underwent a liver transplant 
and for a while it looked like it could be the 
end of his stage career.

Flat with celebrity pub downstairs 



FOR some drinkers there is 
nothing sadder than the sight of 
a derelict pub. And that’s the fate 
that befell The Cross Keys, a 
former Georgian-era watering 
hole that, like many thousands of 
pubs across the UK, struggled to 
attract enough customers. 

What’s different about The 
Cross Keys is that it’s had some 
very famous customers pass 
through its doors including 
painters JMW Turner, James 
Whistler and James Singer 
Sargent, writer Agatha Christie, 
poet Dylan Thomas, The Rolling 
Stones and reggae star Bob 
Marley. More recent patrons have 
included The Duchess of 
Cambridge, who popped in once 
for a drink, and Piers Morgan 
and Zac Goldsmith, who have 
both campaigned to save it. 

Their efforts were not in vain. 
The pub, which is in on 
Lawrence Street in Chelsea, 
London, was reopened earlier 
this year after a three-year 


closure and a £500,000 refit and 
is now being run by Mark Dyer, 
who has connections to the royal 
family. 

This includes the fact that its 
sister pub, The Brown Cow, is a 
favourite haunt of Prince Harry 
and his high society mates. 

But The Cross Keys is no 


longer just a pub. The upper 
floors have also been given a 
makeover and converted into 
four luxury apartments.

working as a snooker 
commentator and supporting 
another of his passions - Hearts 
FC. 

But in 2014 it was revealed 
that Hendry had left his wife and 
had moved to the south of 
England to pursue a relationship 
with a children’s entertainer and 
actress, Lauren Thundow. 

His ex-wife Mandy kept the 
house but she’s now put their 
former family home on the 
market with agent Savills (0131 
247 3738) for £1.2 million. The 
property is on the outskirts of 
Auchterarder in an area that has 
some of Scotland’s most 
expensive roads. The house has 
five bedrooms, three bathrooms, 
a decked patio, paddock and 
riding arena and 2.4 acres of 
land with development potential.

ou may not know 
who Boris 
Pasternak is but 
you’ll recognise 
the name of his 
most famous book, Doctor 
Zhivago, the epic love story 
set in Russia during the run 
up to the First World War. 

The book was finished in 
1956 but immediately banned 
in Russia and not published 
outside until a year later, 
albeit to worldwide acclaim. 
The epic story, which 
includes a bewildering array 
of characters and locations, 
received an even wider 
audience when it was turned 
into a film in 1966 by British 
director David Lean. 

Starring Omar Sharif, Julie 
Christie, Rod Steiger, Alec 
Guiness and Tom Courtenay, 


the film was a huge global 
box-office success and won 
five Academy Awards. 

Boris Pasternak was not 
only a novelist but a member 
of a high-achieving family. 

His father Leonid was a 
famous impressionist painter 
while other family high-fliers 
have included a renowned 
biochemist and a philosopher. 

The most recent member of 
the family to win acclaim is 
UK-based author and 
journalist Anna Pasternak, 
Boris’s great grand-daughter. 
She is most famous for her 
1994 book Princess In Love, 
which revealed the love affair 
between Princess Diana and 
James Hewitt. 

She has written a new book 
due to be published soon, 
Lara, which explores the love 


story said to be the 
inspiration for Doctor 
Zhivago - the long affair that 
took place between her great 
grandfather Boris Pasternak 
and his mistress Olga 
Ininskaya. A six-part TV 
series based on the book is 
also to follow.

A £20 MILLION facility has been 
opened by laguar Land Rover 
(ILR) to create some of the world’s 
most desirable cars. 

The new headquarters of ILR’s 
Special Vehicle Operations (SVO) 
division has the ability to turn 
out more than 5,000 bespoke 
models a year. 

Hand-finished and crafted to 
the hilt the cars can be painted in 
any colour required with luxury 
interiors decked out to individual 
specification. 

Elite buyers can spend up to 
£50,000 embellishing their cars to 
make them absolute one-offs, 
taking personalisation to the 
extreme. 

Much of the 20,000 square 
metre SVO site in Coventry - 
close to laguar’s spiritual Browns 
Lane home in the city - is taken 
up with an ultra-modern paint 
shop covering the equivalent of 
46 tennis courts and including 
more than 500 metres of track. 

ILR says that from 36 primary 
colours there are 288 paint 
permutations and individual 
hues can be mixed on demand. 

There’s also a choice of satin, 
matt, metallic or deep lustre 
ChromaFlair finishes and each is 
baked to perfection at 140 
degrees centigrade for 40 



minutes. Primer coats used in the 
treatment have the heat turned 
up to 180 degrees and the whole 
paint process involves robotics as 
much as traditional hand-spray 
techniques. 

The result is models that look a 
million dollars in colours not 
normally seen on the likes of 
Range Rovers or laguar F-TYPEs - 
and each denoted by special SVO 
badges front and rear. 

The paint shop is also geared up 
to cater for regular buyers who 
want a special paint finish with 
the bodies being transported by 
road from ILR’s Solihull factory. 

The opening of the building 


comes two years after ILR set up 
the specialist team headed by 
former Land Rover boss lohn 
Edwards. 

With 200 employees at the new 
works SVO now has a workforce 
of more than 1,000 producing 
specialist vehicles such as the 
Range Rover Sport SVR, the 
Range Rover SVAutobiography 
and the laguar F-TYPE SVR. 

Production is carried out under 
Fl-style conditions in a dust-free 
environment. 

Vehicles being worked on are 
protected by mat covers bearing 
the legend ‘Passion for Perfection’ 
- a mission statement if ever 


there was. Models being prepared 
included armoured Land Rovers 
for VIPs as well as examples of 
the Project 7 F-TYPE 200mph 
high performance roadster of 
which only 250 are to be 
produced. 

The SVO team is also tasked 
with looking after classic laguars 
and Land Rovers from around the 
world and as well as restoration 
work it is also producing parts to 
keep the cars in working order. 

A similar operation is being 
created for classic Land Rovers 
where donor vehicles will be 
returned to their former glory 
and sold on.

AUDI’S best selling A3 has just 
been given a major revamp 

- with sharper styling, new 
engines and new technology. 

But although the model is 
available in four guises - three- 
door hatchback, five-door 
Sportback, saloon and cabriolet 

- traditionally it’s the three-door 
that seems to dominate our 
roads because of its entry level 
price tag. 

The introduction of a new 
1.0-litre, three-cylinder I 15bhp 
petrol engine means the new 
third generation A3 will be 
available from £ 19,365 as Audi 
follows the trend towards small¬ 
er but more powerful engines 
with lower insurance premiums 
and no road tax. 

Along with its siblings the latest 
three-door now gets a new 
“face” with a more aggressive, 
wider grille as well as flatter 
headlights with distinctive jagged 
bottom edges. At the rear of the 
car there are new look bumpers 
and a wider diffuser while new 
alloy wheel designs and new 
exterior colours have created a 
fresh new image. 

There are no dramatic changes 
to the interior but you can now 
order it with the same virtual 
cockpit first seen in the Audi 


TT - which allows the speedom¬ 
eter and rev counter to reduce 
in size to allow for a sat nav 
screen - and charge your smart 
phone simply by placing it in the 
armrest. 

The latest advances in technol¬ 
ogy means the car is now avail¬ 
able with a variety of assistance 
systems including one which 
takes over the driving in slow 
moving traffic jams. 

And while the new model 
brings with it new engines Audi 
has retained some tried and 
tested ones from the outgoing 
range, including the 1.6-litre TDI 
Sport. 

And just a few minutes behind 
the wheel showed why this is 
still a best seller with gutsy 
performance and plenty of 
torque from a car priced at 
£22,480. 

During my drive I couldn’t 
match Audi’s official fuel 
consumption figure of 72.4mpg 
but did record a respectable 
56mpg from a model with a 
0-62mph time of 10.5 seconds 
and top speed of 124mph. 

The first A3 took to the road 
in 1996 rapidly becoming one of 
Audi’s most successful cars. 

The latest revamp marks the 
German luxury car maker’s 
determination to ensure that 
sales continue to stay buoyant.

Motability 
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Peugeot, Citroen, DS reveal real MPG

IN the wake of the emissions scandal involving Volkswagen the 
French car group PSA which makes Peugeot, Citroen and DS 
vehicles has decided to release data which shows fuel consumption in 
real world diving conditions. Instead of relying on strictly controlled 
laboratory tests which are mandatory for all new cars in Europe, 
the French manufacturer has elected to reveal independent data 
calculated with two non-governmental organisations, Transport & 
Environment and France Nature Environment. The measurements 
of 30 PSA models were made on public roads open to traffic (15.5 
mile urban, 24.2 mil es rural and 19.2 mile motorway) and under 
real-life driving conditions, notably with passenger and luggage 
loads, road gradients, and the use of air-conditioning systems. With 
consumer confidence in car testing falling the PSA Group decided 
to publish real-world fuel consumption data for its cars in order to 
be transparent with customers. It is a world first initiative in the 


automotive industry. Under the new test regime a Peugeot 108 1.2 
PureTech petrol model which would have been rated at 65.5mpg 
under the standard test, returned 46.4mpg under the new PSA real- 
world test. Gilles Le Borgne, executive vice president for research 
and development at PSA, said: “The PSA Group has published 
real-world consumption data for 30 Peugeot, Citroen and DS 
models, in line with the commitment to transparency as part of its 
drive to continuously provide customers with more information, 
and the group will publish figures for another 20 models by the end 
of the year and introduce a simulator allowing customers to reduce 
their fuel consumption depending on driving conditions, thereby 
lowering their C02 emissions. “In 2017, the PSA Group will move 
to the next level by extending measurements to pollutant emissions 
of nitrogen oxides in customer driving conditions.”

EDUCATION CALL FOR YOUNGER DRIVERS

WITH teenage drivers three times more likely to die in a crash than 
older drivers, more should be done to protect younger, inexperienced 
motorists, says a leading UK road safety education organisation. 
Improved driver education to enable young drivers and passengers 
to deal effectively with the key causes that compromise their safety 
should be on the Governments road safety agenda, according to 
the TTC Group. 

TTC director Alan Prosser said: “Road crashes are the biggest killer 
of young people worldwide. 


“We offer our young driver programme to schools and colleges as 
we recognise that more needs to be done to educate all our young 
drivers. The number of young people who die or are seriously 
injured on our roads is disproportionate and far too high.” 

Telford College of Arts and Technology students involved in the 
pilot and evaluation of the TTC programme gave a big thumbs up 
to the driver education and awareness sessions which taught them 
“life saving lessons” in how to avoid the dangers they face.

Golf at the Games 
looks a lame duck 



THE Open comes to an end this 
evening at Royal Troon, as golf’s 
biggest names compete for one of 
the sport’s richest prizes. 

It’s managed to distract everyone 
for a few days from the mess that 
golf’s reintroduction into the 
Olympic Games after 112 years away 
has produced. 

In this case, absence doesn’t 
appear to have made the heart grow 
fonder as the top four male players, 
according to the world rankings, 
will not be travelling to Rio. 

At the Reserva de Marapendi from 
August 11-14, we won’t be seeing any 
of fason Day, Iordan Spieth, Dustin 
fohnson or Rory Mcllroy - players 
who have won six of the last eight 


majors between them. At one point 
or another, all of them cited worries 
over the threat of the Zika virus that 
continues to hang over Brazil, but 
oddly enough we haven’t heard the 
same excuse from competitors in 
other sports. 

Thankfully, Mcllroy was a bit more 
honest with us this week, saying just 
before The Open began: “I didn’t get 
into golf to try and grow the game. I 
got into golf to win championships 
and win major championships.” 

When asked whether he’d watch 
the Olympics, Northern Ireland’s 
finest replied: “Probably the events 
like track and field, swimming, 
diving - the stuff that matters.” 

It’s worth pointing out that only 
one female golfer - South Africa’s 
Lee-Anne Pace - has pulled out so 
far, so the women at least seem to 
think Olympic gold is worth fighting 
for. But Mcllroy’s comments paint a 
picture that the men don’t consider 
it to be the pinnacle of their sport, 
unlike athletics, swimming or 
cycling where those involved see it 
as their Holy Grail. 

Bedford’s Paula Radcliffe is the 


greatest marathon runner Britain 
has ever produced, yet there are 
many that will mention the lack of 
an Olympic medal in her career, 
rather than the fact she still holds 
the world record in her event. 

That’s because the Games are the 
biggest stage she ever competed at 
and given that the likes of Spieth and 
Day are used to performing at 
Augusta, St Andrews and other 
world-famous courses, it’s unlikely 
the same can be said for them. 

These big names withdrawing 
have left a cloud over their sport, but 
there is one encouraging aspect in 
that three of the four Brits (two men, 
two women) picked to compete in 
Rio are former major winners. 

It showed that, in the case of Danny 
Willett, fustin Rose and Catriona 
Matthew, there are some big names 
in golf who aren’t just out for 
themselves. 

But in truth, the damage has been 
done for golf in the Olympics this 
year and those that reintroduced it 
can only hope it eventually recovers 
in the way tennis was able to after it 
had similar teething troubles.

Young Beds athletes shine at English Schools

SCHOOLS in Bedford and 
Luton enjoyed their best 
team result in more than 20 
years when they brought 
home the silverware from 
the English Schools 
Athletics Championships 
held at a windy Gateshead 
International Stadium last 
weekend. 

As individuals competing 
against the very best 
athletes in England, the 
team won a total of five 
medals and produced a 
number of other outstand¬ 
ing performances. 

Pride of place goes to the 
two English School 
Champions, who won gold 
for a second consecutive 
year despite moving up an 
age group. 

Frankie fohnson, from 
Hastingbury Business and 
Enterprise College, 
dominated the field in the 
Inter Boys Pole Vault taking 
victory with only his second 
vault of the competition at 
4.40 metres. 

He proceeded to attempt a 
new championship best per¬ 
formance of 4.72m, but poor 
weather conditions thwart¬ 
ed his best efforts. Frankie 
was also automatically 
selected to represent 
England in the Schools 
International this weekend. 

In contrast to Frankie’s 
dominance, Redborne 
Upper School’s Ben Davies 
was involved in a fast yet 
tactical battle to win his 
gold medal in the Senior 
Boys 1500 metres. 


Moving up on the last lap, 
he produced his trademark 
sprint for the line off the last 
bend, as he hung on deter¬ 
minedly to prevail by 0.19 
seconds to win in 3mins 
52.80secs. 

Teepee Princewill, a pupil 
at Bedford School, was 
determined to go at least 
two places better in the 
Inter Boys Triple lump 
where he finished fourth 
last year. 

In a very tight competi¬ 
tion, Teepee saved his best 
for the last round and 
stretched out to 14.44m, just 
two centimetres behind the 
gold medallist, but crucially 
three ahead of third place. 
Ambition achieved with the 
silver medal and an interna¬ 
tional vest. 

Also leaping into the sand¬ 
pit was girl’s captain, Eavion 


Richardson from Luton 
Sixth Form College, a previ¬ 
ous bronze medallist and 
schools international. 

In what will be her last 
English Schools competi¬ 
tion, only 20 cm covered the 
top three with each of them 
producing their best jumps 
in the second round. Eavion 
cut the sand at 5 .79m to 
claim the silver medal just 
seven centimetres behind 
the winner. 

In complete contrast to 
Eavion, Kye Charlton Brown 
from Wootton Upper School 
was a total novice in the 
funior Boys Shot with only a 
few local school competi¬ 
tions to his name. 

Unfazed by the occasion, 
he produced an amazing 
throw of 13.86m in the fifth 
round to claim a very prom¬ 
ising third place.

Luton looking up this time

CAMERON McGeehan 
claims that Luton manag¬ 
er Nathan Jones has put an 
end to a negative team 
culture which lacked pro¬ 
fessionalism under for¬ 
mer boss John Still. 

The Hatters old manager 
claimed this time last year 
that his teams always start 
slow and it proved a self 
fulfilling prophecy - some¬ 
thing the midfielder said 
that players used as an 
excuse for a woeful start 
without a win in their first 
five League Two games. 

But McGeehan scored in 
a 9-0 pre-season romp past 
Bedford Town yesterday 
which suggested those 
days are long gone. 

Jones is working with a 
smaller squad for starters 
- down from more than 30 
professionals last season - 
and McGeehan said: “I 


don’t think you need a 
huge amount of players. 
[There were] a lot of 
unhappy players last year, 
a lack of professionalism 
with some of them, that 
lets you down. It filters 
though and gives you a 
negative atmosphere and 
it’s not what you want. 

“You want a small squad 
of hard-working players 
and that’s what we’ve got. 
It seems like that’s what’s 
going on, so I’m happy 
about that.” 

Asked about the prob¬ 
lems under the old regime, 
McGeehan said: “[It was] a 
bit of a lack of discipline, 
not when the new gaffer 
came in, but before. People 
weren’t pulling their 
weight and stuff because 
they were allowed to get 
away with it, whereas the 
new gaffer doesn’t take any 
of that. “ 

Talking about Still’s infa¬ 
mous explanation for a 
campaign which began 
without a win in the first 
five games, McGeehan 
said: “I didn’t really under¬ 


stand that one. I thought it 
was a bit of an excuse. I’m 
not trying to badmouth 
John Still because he got 
me to this club and helped 
me loads in my career, but 
I didn’t understand that. 

“His fitness [training] 
was all long runs whereas 
this is more short, sharper 
and more game realistic 
and you can actually use it 
in the game. Potentially, 
that’s why we looked a bit 
sharper today. 

With a full pre-season 
and transfer window under 
his belt, a lot is expected of 
Luton under Jones, for 
when the competitive 
action starts next month. 
McGeehan said: 

“Everything about the 
place is better. It’s going to 
breed a lot more [of a] pro¬ 
fessional atmosphere. I’m 
very excited about it per¬ 
sonally, as are all the lads. 
Everyone is working hard. 
Everyone is a lot more 
switched on. Everyone is 
eating better, the diet has 
been sorted out and every¬ 
thing has been sorted. “

Hatters show no mercy

WE are indeed living in strange and uncer¬ 
tain times. Brexit, failed coups and Portugal's 
yawn-inducing Euro 2016 victory - so what a 
weird and wonderful relief to see a Luton 
Town domestic pre-season opener with pur¬ 
pose. And goals. Lots of them. 

In the grand scheme of things, it was not the 
most important thing to happen in these tur¬ 
bulent times, but in terms of Town’s recent 
history it was a seismic shift. 

This time last year, former boss John Still, 
was painfully trying to convince fans that his 
side always start slow. This was the complete 
antithesis. And, yes, while this entertaining 
9-0 gubbing came against a non-league 
Bedford side four divisions below, the Hatters, 
under new chief Nathan Jones, were ruthless 
and unforgiving. 

With a scoreline more suited to Lord’s, Jack 
Marriott certainly bowled over the Eagles with 
an 11-minute second half hat-trick before 
declaring (getting subbed off for the club’s 
newest young professional Alex Atkinson) 
after 30 minutes on the pitch. 

By the time last term’s top scorer had entered 
the fray as one of ten half time changes, the 
Hatters had already racked up a 4-0 scoreline 
of such impressiveness that it would be hard - 
regardless of the friendly fixture - not to get 
carried away about the potential of this cur¬ 
rent crop. 

That a more youthful changed side carried 
forward the same intensity and tempo into the 


second period - and scored more - spoke vol¬ 
umes. 

In the opening period, new signing Danny 
Hylton - a successful summer coup, by tempt¬ 
ing him from Oxford - shone as chief antagon- 
iser and the striker’s only regret would have 
been to finish his afternoon’s action-packed 
work with just one penalty to his name. 

And young pro James Justin, starting as right 


back, made a strong case for the first team 
proper with a marauding performance which 
he began by setting up the opener on five min¬ 
utes, which left back Dan Potts headed home. 

Despite their overwhelming dominance, 
they had to wait until the 27th minute for the 
second when Alan Sheehen whipped in a free- 
kick from near the corner flag which Josh 
McQuoid rose highest to glance in. 


Then Cameron McGeehan made no mistake 
after getting the ball back from Pelly Ruddock 
Mpanzu, drilling low for Luton’s third on 35 
minutes. 

Just before half time, Hylton was twice 
thwarted by erratic Eagles keeper Sam Wyer 
but then finally got one over on his rival after 
the goalie had tripped McQuoid in the penalty 
area. The striker sent the stopper the wrong 
way from the spot to end a thoroughly con¬ 
vincing first public showing for Jones’ new- 
look Luton. 

Wholesale half time Hatters changes didn’t 
interrupt the flow and Zane Banton’s 50th 
minute glancing header was a classy finish 
from Stephen O’Donnell’s cross. 

Two minutes later Marriott got started, 
thumping a dipping drive into the top corner 
and then providing a cross that left egg on the 
face of Lee Hawkes who put through his own 
net. 

Marriott’s second was a sublime flicked fin¬ 
ish from a corner and the hat-trick came cour¬ 
tesy of a through-ball from Tyreeq Bakinson - 
who was another youngster exhibiting class 
beyond his years and status - with the hitman 
sliding unerringly past Bedford’s replacement 
goalie Adam Harpur. 

That was in the 63rd minute and with the job 
more than done, Bedford were spared the 
humiliation of a double-figure drubbing. 

For the Hatters there were only positives, not 
least because the sins of last term’s slow start 
look, at first pre-season glance, to have been 
certainly eradicated.
